Tuberculosis is vanishing in the United States 
—end in Canada, too—and in another live years 
it will be classed es a minor disease. So, at any 
rate, says Dr. Gerald R. Webb, of Colorado, m 
a recent speech before e middle western medical 
association. Tuberculosis, as Dr. Webb points 
out, seems to run in cycles of about 100 years, 
and all indications now point to the belief that 
the present cycle is on its downward swing. 

Modem methods of treating tuberculosis, 
beyond a doubt, are more effective than those 
practiced in former generations. Yet it is odd to 
realize that the prevalence of the disease seems lo 
depend, at least in pan. on mysterious forces be¬ 
yond human control. Just now it is subsiding, but 
medical science does not pretend to claim all the 
credit. There is at work, apparently, some factor 
which we can not yat understand. 


CALLS TO MANKIND FOR 
A HEART SEARCHING 


The experience through which the nations have 
been going since the bottom fell out of the material 
world three years ago has produced a good deal 
of introspective thought apart altogether from a 
general inquiry at to whether we have not been 
traveling et too high a speed since the dawn of 
the present century. The more searching of hearts 
tnd souls there is, moreover, the sooner will man¬ 
kind separate the wheat from the tares of what 
we are pleated to call modem progress. 


According to Sir Alfred Ewing, an eminent 
British scientist, man is ethically unprepared for 
the bounty which the comuoopia of the engineers 
has shaken over the earth. As he surveys the 
scene of plenty, where so many must go hungry, 
he can only hope that “the prodigal at the wheel 
can learn to master himself, lest he be crushed by 
the machine of material progress." 

As he surveys the mechanical progress of the 
world. Sir Alfred evidently is confronted by a 
sense of perplexity end frustration, as "in one who 
has gone a long way and finds he has taken the 
wrong turning.” At seventy-seven, president of 
vfceBtftS*rft*Si*diTi3n 15r / tt(t’ v AdvSB?®ti«it r 'of" 
Science, and "an old exponent of applied me¬ 
chanics.'* he is disillusioned "with the sweeping 
pageant of discovery and invention" in which he 
himself used to take unbounded delight 

Sir Alfred asks “whither does this tremendous 
procession tend? What, after all, is its goal? 
What is the probable influence on the future of 
the human race?” The engineers have dowered 
us with "previously unpossessed and unimagined 
capacities and powers." He agrees, moreover, 
that many of these gifts are benefits to man. mak¬ 
ing life fuller, wider, healthier, richer in comforts 
and interested m such hippiness as material things 
can promote. Then Sir Alfred goes on: 

But v* are acutely aware that the engineer* 
gifts have been and may be grievously abused. 

In some there le potential tragedy aa wall aa 
pees sat burden. 

Man was ethically unprepared tor ao great a 
bounty. In the alow evolution of morale be le 
still unfit for the tremendous responsibility It 
entails. Tha command of nature haa been put 
into hla hands before ha knows how to com¬ 
mand hlmaalf. 


In similar vein, James Truslow Adam*, writ¬ 
ing in Scribner's Magazine, starts out with > 
message to Americans by telling them that "as 
part ol the development of character we have 
got to place a higher value on other things in life 
than money and standards of living.” He visual¬ 
izes th* American scene thus: 

In countless homes in America to-day there 
must be going on e serious questioning or what 
It la that makes Ufa worth white, and what la 
really worth striving for. My own opinion la 
that there ere plenty of us who are getting fed 
up with the philosophy of Ufa of the past decade 
and with the position which our country oc¬ 
cupies, with Its crime. Its law l ess n ess. Its dis¬ 
graceful politics. Ita abandonment of Ideals. He 
toes of prestige and honor abroad and at 
home. . . . 

There u no use ln railing at America, or ex¬ 
pecting her to take her proper position In the. 
world, unless each of us ea citizens makes an 
effort to make hla own life worth while on the 
heels of values which are not wholly material. ... 
The nation can not transcend the level of Its 
cities ns.

Install¬ 
ment collections are improving in some 
districts, as a result of increased em¬ 
ployment." 

"Failures in the furniture Industry 
are running higher than they did last 
year, the number of defaults among 
manufacturers during the flret half of 
the current year being nearly one- 
third larger than the total for the en¬ 
tire twelve months of 1931. while the 
amount of the liabilities doubled. In 
the retail and wholesale group, the 
showing was somewhat more favorable. 
The Insolvency record of the furniture 
Industry, as compiled by R. O. Dun 8c 
Company, reveals a total of 667 de¬ 
faults. with liabilities of 623.473.570.

He wrote almost 400 pieces of dance 
music, and one of them was the beau¬ 
tiful "Blue Danube." which you prob¬ 
ably have heard many a time.
